“ Long before I had come into per­ 
sonal contact w ith the beaver

that the book ex planation was as rid ic­ 
ulous as it was lacking in fact. 1 found 
tiiat the beaver doe.-- not eat fish or flesh 
of any kind, but subsists entirely on 
tender roots and barks, w hich are plen­ 
tiful during the summer, but cease to 
provide nutritious or hunger allaying 
qualities w hen the cold season is at 
hand, so the beaver builds dams to pro­ 
vide against the pinch of hunger during 
the w inter. 
The instinct of the beaver 
teaches him that these substances sub­ 
merged in water w ill keep green, fresh 
and nutritious all w inter long, so he 
selects a spot where this food grows 
abundant near the shores and dams the 
stream so that the w ater w ill be flooded 
1 ack over tin* young w illow s and aspens 
and cottonwoods and held there. 
Thus 
the bark on th» m is kept soft, juicy and 
tender, and the beaver has his store of 
nutritious food to draw upon all winter 
long. 
If there is no grow th of such 
woods convenient for overflowing, the 
beaver cuts down w illow s, cottonwoods 
or aspens— the cottonwood being the 
favorite— floats them to the dam, sinks 
them to the bottom, fix es them then 
below the freezing depth, and they keep 
is fresh and tender as if they were 
grow ing on the banks and quickened by 
the spring sunshine and rains. 
“ As to the colm iy of beavers that first 
attracted m y attention, I watched it at 
its dam building, in the course of w hich 
the beavers chopped down a good m any 
c dar trees. 
That was all very interest­ 
ing and instructive, but it w asn ’t prof­ 
itable to the owner of the tim ber, whose 
agent 1 was, and, as m y chief duty was
